Stolid Killer Dies 
In Gas Chamber 


James Lewis Feldkamp, 25, a drifter who shot and killed 
a Los Angeles grocer, went stolidly and without spiritual aid 
to his death today in the San Quentin Prison gas chamber. 
Feldkamp, who made no legal attempt to save himself, 
was pronounced dead by Dr. M. D. Willcutts, prison medical 
officer, at 10:13 a.m., nine minutes after the cyanide pellets 
were dropped in the vat of hydrochloric acid beneath the 
death chair. 
Watching through the windows that surround the “little 
green room of death” was State Sen. Fred S. Farr (D-Carmel), 
author of a bill now before the Senate Judiciary Committee 
in the Legislature which would abolish the death penalty in 
California. 
Yesterday, Assemblyman Lester A. McMillan (D-Los An­ 
geles) invited fellow members 
of the Assembly to witness the 
execution. McMillan is spon­ 
soring the anti-death penalty 
bill in the Assembly. 
However, no assemblyman 
appeared at San Quentin to­ 
day, and only Farr from the 
Senate. 
It was California’s first ex­ 
ecution of 1959 and the first 
in the administration of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown. 
Associate Warden Walter D. 
Achuff quoted Feldkamp as 
saying last night: “I want to 
die. I want to get it over with.” 
SLEPT SOUNDLY 
T h e 
dispassionate 
slayer 
conversed easily with guards 
last night, then slept soundly 
from 1 a.m. to 7:30 a.m. He 
did not discuss the fatal shoot­ 
ing of David L. Nagin, West 
Los Angeles wholesale grocer, 
for which he was convicted. 
For his last meal, Feldkamp 
ordered bacon, eggs, toast, tea, 
orange juice and a pork chop. 
He declined offers of spiritual 
aid from prison chaplains. 
Nagin, 48, was shot to death 
on Nov. 12, 1954, in his fash­ 
ionable home in West Los An­ 
geles. 
A stranger rang the door­ 
bell. Nagin’s daughter, 18-year- 
old Fredericka, answered the 
ring. The young man carried a 
revolver. Nagin. sitting with his 
wife in the living room, look­ 
ed up. 
PUSHED WAY IN 
“Shut the door,” he shouted, 
■but Feldkamp pushed his way 
in. 
“He didn’t say a word,” the 
daughter told police. “He just 
started shooting ” 
The killer fired six shots. 
Nagin’s wife, 
Maurine, was 
wounded. 
The stranger fled.

later 
Feldkamp was arrested for an­ 
other robbery. He confessed to 
100 holdups and robberies— 
and the Nagin slaying. He said

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
If New Flu Epidemic Comes 
Plenty Vaccine Is Ready 


Plenty of vaccine is available in the 
event of another round of influenza (this 
one coming from Europe), according to 
the U.S. Public Health Service. Rela­ 
tively little influenza has turned up here 
so far, says the National Office of Vital 
Statistics (NOVIS), which reports on in­ 
fluenza to the World Health Organiza­ 
tion. 
But U.S. Surgeon General Leroy E. 
Burney as early as Feb. 11 had warned 
that the outbreaks sweeping Europe 
probably would be repeated here. 
Dr. Burney recommended that phy­ 
sicians consider vaccinating pregnant 
women, the aged, the chronically ill, 
hospital staffs, and vital industrial and 
service groups. 
The vaccine used against influenza is 
polyvalent—or effective against several 
strains, including the so-called Asian 
Flu. The wave of Asian Flu which 
struck this country in the 1957-58 “re­ 
spiratory season” had its peak in the 
autumn of 1957. 
The Public Health 
Service in a “conservative” estimate 
said that at least 15 million to 20 million 
persons were affected. 
NOV1S estimates that 78,000 “excess 
deaths” occurred as the result of the 
epidemic. 
It reports influenza casual­ 
ties as those above the normal death 
rate, inasmuch as many deaths attribut­ 
ed to influenza are of persons previously 
weakened by heart or other serious ail­ 
ments. 
Just about a year ago, a New York 


preventive medicine specialist predicted 
two more major waves of Asian Flu. Dr. 
Perrin H. Long, chairman of the depart­ 
ment of medicine, State University of 
New York, reported that the Asian Flu 
strain appeared similar to the one which 
produced a world-wide series of influen­ 
za epidemics between 1889 and 1892. 
He looked for a second round of Asian 
Flu in January or February 1959; a 
third about November 1960. 
It’s too early to tell whether the influ­ 
enza threat here is the second round of 
Asian Flu Dr. Long predicted. 
The widest outbreaks have been in 
Great Britain, where a near epidemic 
is reported. The influenza there, how­ 
ever, is mainly of a mild, four-day vari­ 
ety. Italy and the Netherlands have 
been hit, and so has Soviet Russia, al­ 
though our authorities don’t know much 
about the incidence there. 
If an epidemic should strike, we 
would probably label the disease “Euro­ 
pean Flu” because of its apparent ori­ 
gin. 
The World Waf I influenza was 
called “Spanish” in the United States; 
“Chinese” in Russia; “Russian” in Eur­ 
ope; “American” in Japan. 
We here in California probably will 
have better warning than the eastern 
seaboard, because the threat is coming 
from Europe. With warning and plenty 
of vaccine, Marinites should be alert to, 
but not too worried about a possible flu 
epidemic. 


Flowers On The Trees, IPs Spring 


The fruit trees are commencing to 
bloom now in Marin. White clouds of 
plum trees grace yard and orchard. 
Flame colored bushes of flowering 
quince add fire to the countryside, even 
in the rain. And blossoms of sunset 
shades adorn the peach trees. 
Storms are ahead of us and March of­ 
ten rages like the proverbial lion. But 
when the fruit trees start blooming, as 
far as we’re concerned spring is here. 
What the first robin is to the East, the 
first blossoms on the fruit trees are to 
Marin — a harbinger of spectacular 
spring. 
Our winter has been neither long nor

SACRAMENTO ( C N S ) — 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown ap­ 
parently is becoming slightly 
panicky over the prospects of 
obtaining his $256 million dol­ 
lar additional tax program for 
California. 
The governor, in fact, had 
to go to the census bureau to 
issue a release purporting to 
show how little Californians 
have to pay in taxes in some 
categories, compared w i t h 
other states of the union. 
His release said California 
ranks 27th among the states 
in the nation in the amount 
of state taxes per $1,000 of 
personal income, according to 
a census report of 1957. 


HE SAID ALSO that Cali­ 
fornia ranks 17th in the na­ 
tion in the combined amount 
of state and local taxes per 
$1,000 of personal income. , 
Earlier press reports from 
Washington, he said, indieat- 
ihg that the census report 
shows that California has the 
highest state nd local tax 
burden in the nation, a r e 
“misleading” because t h e y 
failed to take into account the 
high level of personal income 
in California. 
This is a somewhat mislead-* 
ing statement in itself. The 
question might well be asked 
as to what difference is there 
in the amount of taxes paid, 
as compared to a high level 
of personal income? Is the 
governor going to say that 
because residents of s o m e 
states receive lower incomes 
that the taxes paid should be 
based on a percentage of the 
income rather than on the 
total amount paid? 


CALIFORNIANS have high- 
er incomes in all probability 
because 
certain 
industries, 
like motion pictures, and tele­ 
vision, have their c e n t e r s 
here. 
The tax rates are higher, in- 
iofar as the income tax is 


concerned, on people w i t h 
larger incomes. So just how 
can 
reports 
be 
erroneous 
when the total figures for Cal­ 
ifornia are higher than in any 
other state? 


The governor may want to 
say that because Californians 
have more money and enjoy 
a higher standard of living 
than do people in some other 
states, that they pay less taxes. 
But anyone who can add and 
subtract can figure out the 
right answer. 


“We are all unhappy that 
taxes are as high as they are, 
but we must remember that 
these revenues pay for the 
services that the people of our 
sthte demand and get,” the 
governor said. 


This is true, but it is no 
justifiable answer to the in­ 
equities in the services ren­ 
dered by the state.

WASHINGTON (UPD — The 
word today from Communist 
Publisher William L. Patter­ 
son is directly to the point. 
“Let’s be bolder,” is Patter­ 
son’s proposal to the Com­ 
munist and fellow traveller 
readers of the party’s weekly 
newspaper The Worker. 
“McCarthyism has sustain­ 
ed a heartening defeat in our 
country,” Patterson continu­ 
ed. “American reaction has in 
fact sustained a number of 
defeats on the political as well 
as the moral front. • 
“We say this because it 
must be made clear that the 
prevailing political a t m o s ­ 
phere permits increasing ac­ 
tivities with lessening danger 
of victimization.” 


PATTERSON IS g e n e r a l 
manager of the Communist 
newspaper. The f o r e g o i n g 
quotations are from a state­ 
ment which appeared over 
Patterson’s signature in The 
Worker of Feb. 15. 
It could not be often that 
Patterson and FBI^ Director J. 
Edgar Hoover would agree 
on anything relating to the 
Communist Party. They are 
in accord, however, in believ­ 
ing that Communists in the 
United States c a n conspire 
more safely right now against 
the general welfare than they 
could for some time previous­ 
ly- 
On Dec. 22, 1958, Hoover 
put it this way: 
“Sensing a more favorable 
atmosphere, the Communist 
Party, USA, and its dupes and 
sympathizers gained further 
courage and became more vo­ 
cal in their attacks upon law 
enforcement and other pro­ 
fessions which are dedicated 
to preserving our freedoms.” 


THIS MORE favorable at­ 
mosphere to the Communist 
conspiracy has come about 
coincidentally with a series 
of decisions by the U. S. Su­ 
preme Court in the field of 
subversion and national se­ 
curity. The over-all impact of 
these decisions is a m atter of 
controversy, usually angry. 
There is not much dissent 
from the proposition t h a t 
these decisions greatly weak­ 
ened or in considerable de­ 
gree nullified federal and 


state laws enacted to protect 
the United States against sub­ 
versive activities. None, other 
than Communists and their 
stooges, would be likely to 
argue that such weakening or 
nullification, of itself, w a* 
good for the United States. 


The argument in support of 
the court’s decisions is that 
they were mostly made in de­ 
fense of the individual rights 
conferred by the First Amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, the 
opening paragraph of the Bill 
of Rights. The First is as fol­ 
lows: 


“ CONGRESS SHALL make 
no law respecting an estab­ 
lishment of religion or pro­ 
hibiting 
the 
free 
exercise 
thereof; or abridging the free­ 
dom of speech, or of the 
press; or the right of t h e 
people peaceably to assemble, 
and to petition the govern­ 
ment for a redress of griev­ 
ances.” 


The nub of the controversy 
between those who approve 
and disapprove of the court’s 
decisions is this: 


Is thet Communist party a 
lawful organization entitled to 
the protection 
of the First 
Amendment, or is the party 
a conspiracy, in fact, operat­ 
ing outside the law to bring 
about the destruction of the 
American way of life? 


•Americans who know the 
most about Communism are 
convinced that it is, in fact, t 
subversive conspiracy to over­ 
throw the U. S. Government.

the issue of premium pay for 
Saturday night work. 
This was the second time in 
less than a month that Colum­ 
bus has been without newspa­ 
pers. 
On Jan. 31, the pressmen 
stayed away from their jobs 
and the Dispatch and Citizen 
both missed their Sunday edi­ 
tions.

$250,000 For 
Pope's Portrait 


M ILWAUKEE. Wis. (UPD — 
Portrait artist Kyril Vassilev 
has turned down an offer of 
$250,000 from a Chicago art 
dealer for his painting of Pope 
John XXIII. It’s not enough, 
he says. 


“ I want to establish a pre­ 
cedent for good art,” Vassilev 
said yesterday. ‘‘The painting 
is magnificent.” 


Vassilev, of suburban White- 
fish Bay, said he painted the 
portrait in 1929. He was a 
court painter at Sofia, Bul­ 
garia, at the time, and the pon­ 
tiff was Archbishop Angelo 
Roncalli, papal nuncio to Bul­ 
garia.

Pitcher Virgil Trucks, 
the only other holdout, had 
signed earlier in the day. 
Mantle emerged from Weiss’ 
office displaying a wide smile 
and announcing that he was 
“satisfied” with the pact he had 
signed. 
Weiss said that the contract 
contained “no conditions,” a 
reference to reports that Man­ 
tle’s 
contract might 
contain 
bonus clauses or disciplinary 
conditions concerning his ac­ 
tivities off the field. 
STUBBORN HOLDOUT 
Mantle at first was offered 
a contract calling for a cut, 
based on the fact that he drop­ 
ped off to a .304 batting aver­ 
age with 97 runs batted in last 
season. 
But

27-year-old 
switch-hitter stubbornly resist­ 
ed any slash, pointing out that 
he slammed 42 homers, and de­ 
manded at least a small raise.

The other day one of my readers 
(the other one is out of town) asked 
where the San Francisco (nee N 
York) Giants got their nickname. 
And I’ll be darned if I could 
him. 
As soon as I got home I went to 
“bible,” otherwise known as Menke’ 
Encyclopedia of Sports, and there 
found that the earliest teams represent­ 
ing New York in the National 
League were made up of very 
tall players, hence the name 
Giants. 
That makes sense. But I must 
admit that some of the other 
team nicknames make you won­ 
der just what the sports mind 
was like back in the Gay Nine­ 
ties or thereabouts. 
Almost everyone knows that 
the Dodgers got their present 
nickname because New York­ 
ers used to refer to Brooklyn­ 
ites as “Trolley Dodgers.” 
Now that the Dodgers have 
moved into Los Angeles the 
nickname 
hardly 
applies to 
Smogville’s ancient 
and 
de­ 
crepit trolleys, but I’m afraid 
that we are stuck with the 
Dodgers forever because that 
cognomen has become associat­ 
ed with screwballs in baseball. 
The implication still applies. 
But how many people know 
that the Dodgers were once 
known as the Superbas. Kings, 
Bridegrooms, then D o d g e r s , 
then Robins in honor of their 
famous manager Wilbert Ro­ 
bertson, then Dodgers again? 
Bridegrooms? That should be 
worth a couple of columns in 
itself! 
And how about the Chicago 
Cubs? First known as the White 
Stockings (so the 
American 
League should sue) and next 
the Colts, the Broncos, the Rain 
makers and the Cowboys. I sup­ 
pose the Chicago stockvards 
had something to do with the 
horsey names. Or maybe they 
smelled so bad? 
The original Boston Brakes 
were first the Doves, then Bean- 
eaters, the Braves, the Bees, 
and back to the Braves again 
before they moved to Milwau­ 
kee where they kept the last 
monicker. 
The first professional team 
was called the Cincinnati Red 
Stockings, so the name was a 
natural for Cincinnati’s first 
entry into the National League. 
Then they were shortened to 
the Reds until the U.S.S.R. be­ 
came unpopular after World 
War II, when they again be­ 
came the Redlegs. We noticed 
a blurb from the River City 
this winter that the name is 
again the Reds, officially. How 
about the Cincinnati Sputniks? 
Naturally the Philadelphia 
club was once known as the 
Quakers, but as an abbreviation 
of the city, the Phillies became 
the most popular nickname. 
The Pittsburgh Pirates were 
once known as the Buccaneers 
but in 1891 they pirated a play­ 
er from the American Associ-

ation and became the Pirates 
of today. 
The St. Louis Cardinals were 
once known as the Maroons, 
which is slightly off shade. Con­ 
sidering 
that 
their original 
franchise was in 
Cleveland, 
maybe that’s okay. After the 
Cardinal trimmings were add­ 
ed that name stuck with occa­ 
sional deviation to Redbirds. 
Some day I sorta look for the 
Giants to revert to the title of 
the San Francisco Seals.

SAFE BOATING 


By HARRY HEIFETZ, Commander 
• 
U.S. Coast Guard Auxiliary, FlotiHo 14 


LIFE SAVING 
This discussion deals with 
various types of Coast Guard 
approved life saving devices, 
it being our intention here to 
acquaint you with minimum re­ 
quirements and proper usage. 
Coast Guard approved life 
saving devices are divided into 
four groups. 
1. Buoyant cushions; 2. Life 
rings. 3. Buoyant vests; 4. Life 
preservers. All Coast Guard ap­ 
proved devices have a label 
bearing Coast Guard approval 
number sewn securely onto the 
device and, in fact, must have 
the label to be used as approv­ 
ed devices. 


BUOYANT cushions are just 
what the name implies, a cush­ 
ion generally filled with Kapok 
and capable of floating. It has 
two oversize strap handles at­ 
tached. The proper and safest 
method to use a buoyant cush­ 
ion is to place one lopp over 
your head so that the cushion 
is on your chest and put your 
right leg through the bottom 
strap. In this way, your hands 
and feet are free and you may 
then be in position to help 
someone else. 
The danger in cushions is 
that through useage and wea­ 
ther, they lose their effective 
buoyancy. So when your cush­ 
ions feel heavy and hard, that’s 
time for replacement. Of course 
an open seam or rip makes 
the cushion dangerous and it 
should be discarded at once. 
When discarding such a de­ 
vice, be sure to rip or cut it 
beyond repair so that no one 
may attempt to use it. 


LIFE RINGS; Everyone is 
familiar with the very nautical- 
looking life 
ring. 
No 
boat 
should be without a c o u p l e . 
They are most effective in res­ 
cue work. They come in several 
sizes. Get at least the medium 
size. Attach a light line to one, 
then after fastening the line to 
your boat, practice casting the 
ring out until you have acquir­ 
ed the knack under all condi­ 
tions. 


BUOYANT VESTS: These are 
most popular and are what the 
name implies, vests that float. 
The greatest importance should 
be attached to their selection 
and usage inasmuch as improp­ 
er usage can have disastrous 
results. 
Buoyant vests are generally 
Kapoc or fiber glass filled with 
inner sealed plastic c o v e r s . 
They come in three sizes: adult, 
child’s (over 50 pounds) and 
child’s Kunder 50 pounds). 
Vests should f i t s n u g l y 
around the chest. Straps should 
be snug so that the vest can­ 
not creep up over the head 
when in the water. It should be 
plain that while a large vest 
on a small child will prevent 
the child from sinking, it may 
not save it from drowning. For 
if the child’s head slips down 
into the collar, the child can 
drown while floating in the 
vest. So teach your child to 
reach for his or her vest and 
demonstrate how to wear it. In 
the case of very small children 
of course, we assume that look­ 
ing for the vest will not be nec­ 
essary, for common sense dic­ 
tates that the very small child 
should put on the vest as soon 
as you reach the harbor; soon­ 
er if possible. And don’t remove 
it until you are off the dock. 
Don’t think because you are in 


your home port the water is 
less deadly than in a strange 
port. After a while, the small 
child will feel comfortable and 
secure in the vest and you will 
have peace of mind. 


LIFE PRESERVERS: These 
are vests too. But they are 
larger than buoyant vests and 
have, in addition to vest fasten­ 
ings, an underarm fastener. 
While life preservers can be 
and are made of the same ma­ 
terials used in buoyant vests, 
they are also made of solid 
cork blocks encased in canvas 
or other approved materials. 
The cork type, while not as 
comfortable, has a g r e a t e r 
period of buoyancy. 
Any of the above four de­ 
vices are permissible and ac­ 
ceptable on boats under 40 feet 
in length. 
On boats over 40 feet, how­ 
ever, buoyant cushions and 
buoyant vests are not accepted 
as life saving devices. On boats 
over 40 feet, ring buoys or life 
preservers are required. 


ALL BOATS must have at 
least one approved life saving 
device 
for 
each 
passenger 
aboard. Regardless of the num­ 
ber of passengers, h o w e v e r , 
boats must have at least one 
device for each bunk aboard. 
But regardless even of bunks, 
a boat, any boat, must have at 
least two approved life saving 
devices. 
Never leave the dock with­ 
out sufficient and proper life 
saving devices. 
Insist on children, passengers 
or crew putting them on when 
it becomes necessary to go out­ 
board when there is even the 
slightest chance of falling over­ 
board. 
Set a good example, Skipper! 
If you do it, everybody else will 
follow your lead. 


HAVE YOUR life saving de­ 
vices easily accessible. They 
are worse than useless if you 
can’t get at them the moment 
you need them. 
If you are in doubt about the 
efficiency of your life saving 
devices, don’t hesitate to call a 
Coast Guard Auxiliary Inspec- 
tor-Examiner. He will not only 
examine the devices, but your 
entire boat as well, if you ask 
him to. And if he finds it safe, 
he will give you a Coast Guard 
Auxiliary decal for your wind­ 
shield and you can display it 
so that your boat meets not 
only the Coast Guard require­ 
ments, but the additional safe­ 
ty requirements established by 
the Auxiliary.

Devil Island Escapee, Famed 
For Grim Book, Dies At 59 


L U C E R N E 
VALLEY, San 
Bernardino County iff) — Rene 
Belbenoit, 59, one of the few 
men to escape from infamous 
Devil’s Island off French Gui­ 
ana, has dfed a free man. 
Belbenoit, once a teen-age 
robber on the streets of Paris, 
so loved freedom that he stak­ 
ed his life in five grim attem pts 
to flee the F rench penal colony. 
Twice he got away, the sec­ 
ond tim e for good. ' 
In the mid-1920s, he and 
17 other m en fled in a boat. 
But Indians picked them up 
and returned them to prison 
authorities. 
On the night of May 22,1935, 
Belbenoit and five companions 
climbed into an 18-foot native 
boat and headed for Port of 
Spain, Trinidad. A ragged pa­ 
per map, w ith the Statue of 
Liberty draw n on one corner, 
guided them .

For three weeks they played 
hide and seek with natives 
eager for convict bounty. Bei- 
benoit outlasted his fellow con­ 
victs in the m onths of jungle 
flight which followed. Four of 
the six died. 
For several years Belbenoit 
lived in the Panam a jungle, 
making his living by capturing 
and selling ra re butterflies. 
W ith him he kept a 40-pound 
bundle—the m anuscript of his 
book “Dry G uillotine.” It later 
was printed in 10 languages

M inister Harold Macmillan had 
obtained no concessions from 
the Soviet in his Moscow visit. 
Even new spapers of the La­ 
bor opposition conceded Mac­ 
m illan had done his best.

He had w arned he was 
going on a reconnaissance m is­ 
sion, “to try to break the ice 
and get some feeling of the 
general situation.” 


STANDING FIRM 
British spokesm en in Mos­ 
cow adm itted yesterday, after 
th eir chief flew to Kiev for 
the sightseeing portion of his 
trip, that the “feeling” Mac­ 
millan got was that both the 
Soviets and the W est so far 
were standing firm on the re ­ 
lated issues of divided G er­ 
many and W est Berlin.

M acmillan's 
face—which ended hopes rais­ 
ed by his visit to the Soviet 
Union,” com m ented the con­ 
servative Daily Mail. 
The final insult came with 
K hrushchev’s toothache — a 
“diplom atic toothache” m any 
called it— which prevented him 
from accom panying Macmillan 
to Kiev. 
“This looks very like a cal­ 
culated 
rebuff to Mrs. Mac­ 
m illan,” the Daily Mail said. 
The Times of London, which 
frequently reflects official gov­ 
ernm ent thinking, suggested, 
however, th at success or fail­ 
ure of the mission could be 
judged only in the light of how 
far it accomplished what Mac­ 
m illan set out to do.

Each type is meant to do a 
different job, says Frank Kol- 
yer, sales promotion director 
for a vacuum manufacturer.

example,

one-level 
home with extensive wall-to- 
wall carpeting needs an up­ 
right cleaner with powerful 
suction and revolving brush. 
Some homes have a combin­ 
ation of area rugs, bare floors, 
fine carpeting and carpeted 
stairs. 
This set-up requires a 
versatile cleaner, such as a 
wedge-shaped canister model 
which can glide along a floor 
or stand upright on stairs. 
A beginning homemaker or 
small-apartment dweller needs 
a budget canister type. A col­ 
lege girl or teen - ager who 
cleans her own room might use 
a hand vacuum cleaner.

NEW YORK. OP — One of the 
fastest growing entertainment 
media in the country today is 
FM* radio. 
A basic reason is that a rap­ 
idly 
increasing 
number 
of 
adults who enjoy listening to 
“good,” though not necessarily 
“classical” music are failing to 
find it on their regular local 
AM radio stations. 
There are now 579 FM sta­ 
tions on the air. La$t year the 
Federal Communications Com­ 
mission issued 127 new con­ 
struction permits and only 22 
stations w'ent off the air. Today 
there are 70 FM applications 
pending. A year ago there were 
39. Five years ago there were 
only four. 


After a period in the dol­ 
drums resulting from the im­ 
pact of television, the revival 
of FM reflects a growing pub­ 
lic demand for high fidelity 
music reproduction. 


One who grows accustomed 
to hi-fi music often is not satis­ 
fied with the musical tones 
heard on AM radio, which gen­ 
erally cuts off at from 5,000 to 
8,000 cycles. Most TV audio 
reception is equally constrict­ 
ed. 


But an FM station operates 
in a wider frequency band 
than AM. Normally utilizing a 
range up to 15,000 cycles, its 


signal is almost free of static 
and can be heard in fuller dy­ 
namic range. 


Subdued musical passages 
don’t have to battle back­ 
ground noise and there is 
less distortion in loud pas­ 
sages. 


Experts in industry and gov­ 
ernment say that the present 
comeback of FM also reflects 
the terrific crowding of the 
AM band. FM stations now have 
the opportunity to make real 
money for the first time. 
The profit lies in “subsidiary 
authorizations” which the FCC 
started granting three years 
ago. Under these authorizations 
stations can sell “background 
music” services to stores, fac­ 
tories and the like without ad­ 
vertising content. 


Because of the very wide 
FM channel, a station can si­ 
multaneously handle two dif­ 
ferent programs — one for 
the general public and the 
other for special service sub­ 
scribers. 


The National Assn. of Broad­ 
casters estimates that there are 
15 million FM sets in use in 
this country today. Of this to­ 
tal, 12 million are estimated to 
be in American homes. This 
means that 24 per cent of all 
homes contain at least one FM 
receiver.

| nance school district reorgani­ 
zation studies was introduced 
last week. 
Its fate is of interest to Ma­ 
rin residents who are pushing 
for 
consolidation 
of 
small 
school districts into larger ones. 
AB 1538, as introduced by 
Assemblyman Carley V. Porter 
(D-Los Angeles!, would make 
an election mandatory after a 
school unification study. 
At present, the Marin Coun­ 
ty Committee on School Dis­ 
trict Organization can make a 
study without calling for an 
election. 
The Marin committee recent­ 
ly completed its study of unifi­ 
cation of the San Jose and No­ 
vato Unified School Districts. 
The unification proposal was 
subsequently defeated at the 
polls, and is now being restud­ 
ied. 
Also under study is unifica­ 
tion of the Tamalpais Union 
High School District with all 
the elementary school districts 
within its territory. 
The current studies are fi­ 
nanced by the county, although 
state consultants help out. AB 
1538 would help finance spe­ 
cial assistants and clerical help 
for projects approved by the 
state superintendent. The bill 
is sponsored by the California 
School Boards Assn.

2 Per Cent 


PARIS UR— The Internation­ 
al Air Transport Assn. today 
boosted all trans-Atlantic fares 
2 per cent and added a special 
charge on jet flights. 
The action added $30 to the 
cost of a round-trip economy 
or 
tourist 
trans-Atlantic 
jet 
flight. For the first-class jet 
passenger the increase amounts 
to $40. 
The increases were demand­ 
ed by many lines which do not 
yet have jets in trans-Atlantic 
service and were losing busi­ 
ness steadily on their propeller- 
driven craft. 
The new rate$ go into effect 
April 1 subject to the approval 
of the governments involved. 
The new first-class fares will 
be $440 one way between New 
York and London. The addi­ 
tional charge for “de luxe” will 
be $10 more and jet travel will 
be $20 more. 
Economy one-way flights be­ 
tween New York and London 
will be $257, with $15 extra 
for jet. 
The association also agreed 
to boost general transoceanic 
air cargo rates an average of 
5 per cent, to apply to all 
freight flights. Passenger fares 
increases apply only to flights 
across the north and central 
Atlantic.
